LONDON— (By Wireless)—The other day I went to a 
large aircraft factory to give a short talk to the workers in 
the canteen during their tea break. The enormous canteen 
was packed. I said that I wanted to talk to them because 
I believed that now they were the second most important 
people in the world. First in importance, I said, were the 
Russian folk in the Red army, now fighting so desperately. 
No sooner were these words out of my mouth than the whole 
building was shaken by a storm of cheering. 

Now this has happened to me several times lately, though 
not on quite such a dramatic scale. When you mention Rus- 
sia these workers of ours begin to cheer. Since this war 
began I have talked to many audiences of this kind, but I 
have not heard such cheering before. On that button in- 
stantly releasing so much genuine enthusiasm is written, 
“Russian Resistance.” This fact is very significant. 

It has nothing to do with any ordinary political lineup. 
In that great audience the other day I do not suppose there 
were three Communists. There were, of course, hundreds 
and hundreds of our trade unionists, but these have never 
been enthusiastic admirers of the Soviet. 


Orthodox Labor Folk 


Dislike Communism 


Actually, our orthodox labor folk and Communists al- 
wavs had an intense dislike for each other. These workers 
were not automatically cheering their own political side. 
There was, indeed, nothing automatic about their cheering 
at all. At last, you felt, they had something to cheer about 
and so they were letting themselves go. 

But if the interest and enthusiasm is not immediately 
political, what is there about this Russian resistance, which 
so far has shown us so few spectacular successes, that brings 
such an audience to its feet? 

Is it merely the usual, romantic, emotional war appeal? 

No, it is something more than that. Actually, our people 
do not respond easily and heartily these days to the old war 
stuff, as many a speaker has found to his cost. Over the air, 
at public meetings and in factories they have been given 
innumerable war orations of the old, familiar type, without 
much enthusiasm being aroused. Talk about “our great 

heritage” and “flags of freedom” and “our gallant Allies” 
is received with politeness but not with fervor. There has 
been too much of it, just as there has been too little of the 
right kind of appeal. But what is the right kind of appeal? 
This brings us back to this Russian question. 


Cheering for Something 
They Understand 


These workers are not cheering for Communism, nor for 
Stalin and the Soviet Union (about which they know little) 
nor for “our gallant ally,” in the conventional sense. They 
are not cheering something they do not understand, but 
something they do understand. And their applause is all 
‘he more enthusiastic just because they ane glad that here 
is something in this war that they do undef$tand. And that; 
of course, is the stubborn, heroic defense’ by the “Russian 
workers of their own fields and farms and factories. 

Here we have the war reduced to its simplest, most dra- 
matic terms. These fields and farms and factories belong to 
the Russian workers, our people feel. A vast Nazi war 
machine, as cruel as famine and pestilence, arrives to gobble 
up all these fields and farms and factories. Great projects 
and achievements such as the famous Dnieper dam have to 
be destroyed in order to hold up the ruthless invader. The 
work of years is shattered in a morning. The Russian people, 
knowing they are fighting for theiz own, won’t give in. This 
is not France. Nobody is selling out. Here is a people at bay. 


Common Folk Salute | 
Russian Resistance 


Therefore, the last shadow of any possible “phoney war” 
vanishes from the scene. Hitler and his greedy war lords are 
clearly seen as the enemy of decent common folk. Therefore, 
across the dark spaces of Hitler’s crazy empire our decent 
common folk salute the Russians and return to their work- 
Shops fired with fresh enthusiasm and energy. So the tanks 
roll out for Russia. , 

In the early months of this war there was put out an 
idiotic government poster that said: “Your courage and in- 
dustry will give us victory.” I say idiotic because if you 
should happen to read it as “your courage and industry will 
five us victory” you could assume that you were to supply 
the courage and industry while another set of people would 
take over the victory. 

It wasn’t made sufficiently plain that the workers were 
to fight and toil to defend, not the fine heritage of a distant, 
privileged class, but an inheritance into which they were 
coming themselves. They have always known in their hearts 
that Hitler and his kind are their arch enemies. But what 
was not made plain in Whitehall has been made plain enough 
among the ruined farms and factories of Russia. And so, at 
last, they can cheer.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30. — 
(NANA)—A ski-snowshoe rescue 
- unit for Arctic warfare has just 
been adopted.by the Army Medi- 
cal Corps. 

A litter bearer, trained in first 
aid work, starts out on skis with 
snowshoes, litter, blankets, 
chemically heated pad, and two 
days’ food supply. 

When a wounded man is locat- 
ed the litter is fitted on the skis, 
making an improvised toboggan, 


which ean be dragged rapidly over | member 


the snow. The litter bearer puts 
on the snowshoes. 

The man is wrapped in blankets 
and the pad, which weighs 
than a pound, placed over his 
chest The pad is filled with a 
powder which heats up to well 
above body temperature when a 
spoonful of water is poured on it. 
Wrapped in blankets, the wound- 
ed soldier is kept about as warm 
as would be possible in a hospital. 
This, Army doctors explain, is 
especially important to prevent 
shock and any man who had been 
out in the snow for a few’ hours 
would be likely to be a shock vic- 


The pad, as recently improved 
by the Army doctors, will remain 
hot for about 10 hours. 

The new Arctic litter, exhibited 
for the first time here today, has 
been developed at the Army’s 
equipment laboratory at Carlisle 
Barracks, Pa., through the co-op- 
eration of several medical officers. 
If necessary, it was explained, 
Medical Corps enlisted men could 
be sent out one by one on rescue 
missions with this outfit. In ac- 
tual combat, however, there would 
probably be rescue teams of three 
er four men accompanied by a 
medical officer or a highly train- 
ec noncom.

Because of an indefensible act of injustice, 
perpetrated at the instigation of one man, the 
University System of Georgia, the 16,000 stu- 
dents at its institutions and the parents who 
have sacrificed that these boys and girls might 
secure adequate education, are faced with the 
probability of paying a terrible price. 


That price is the loss of academic standing, 
the loss of opportunity after graduation. If, as 


now seems inevitable, the University loses its” 


accredited rating, diplomas from the university 
will be void outside the state. Teachers receiv- 
ing their degrees in Georgia’s University Sys- 
tem will not be accepted as teachers in other 
states. Nor can any teacher receiving a degree 
from a Georgia University college teach in an 
accredited high school in this state. 

The University Medical College at Augusta 
will be dropped by the American Medical As- 
sociation. This would mean no graduate of this 
college could practice medicine outside Georgia 
or in governmental service. 

Students will be prevented from taking 
graduate work on the basic of degrees received 
in Georgia colleges at any of the higher centers 
of learning such as Harvard, Johns Hopkins 
Medical School, etc. 


No student will be able to use two years of 


college credit to obtain a commission in Army 
Air Corp or Naval Reserve. 

Many civil service jobs require certain 
courses in a recognized college. It is probable 
that our students will be refused these civil 
service examinations. 

Eighty-six per cent of the graduates of the 
College of Agriculture fill government jobs. 
One of the requirements of these jobs is a col- 
lege degree from a four-year college of recog- 
nized standing. 7 

Many home economic graduates go into gov- 
ernment service such as home demonstration 
and farm security positions; these jobs require 
degrees from colleges of recognized standing. 

All this will be due solely to the political 
_schemings of one man, Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge. When he “packed” the Board of Re- 
gents with men who would do his political 
bidding, after getting rid of members of the 
board who would not, Governor Talmadge 
placed academic integrity in Georgia at the 
mercy of politics, he instituted political, instead 
of academic, control of the University. 

All Georgia knows what has happened since. 
How the University of Georgia has been dropped 
from the Southern Conference. How, when the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools meets in Louisville, Ky., on December 
3, it can scarcely fail to drop Georgia from the 
accredited list. Such action is inevitable, if the 
association follows the procedure it adopted in 
the parallel cases against the University of 
Louisiana and the University of Mississippi. 

Yet there is one man in the state of Georgia 
who, if he will, can avert this tragedy. 

That man is Governor Talmadge. 

Governor Talmadge knows, better than any- 
one else, he has not acted fairly in this case. 
To acknowledge error calls for a big man, a 
man of courage. If Governor Talmadge posses- 
ses sufficient courage, if he is, truly, man 
enough, he will acknowledge his error before 
it is too late. 

He will, by doing so, gain more and staunch- 
er friends in Georgia than he ever knew before. 
He will win the undying respect of many men 
who have opposed him in the past. He will 
gain in stature, immeasurably, both in public 
esteem and in his own conscience. 

Governor Talmadge, by simple, straight- 
forward admission of error, by stating publicly 
he was misled, can undo the wrong he has 
perpetrated against a great Georgia educational 
institution. 

Then, if he follows this by restoring to the 
Board of Regents full freedom from politics, he 
will have done all within his power to remove 
the necessity for official discrediting of the 
university. | 

To make such amends, the Governor will 


have to sacrifice a modicum of personal pride. 
He may face loss in certain quarters. 
But he alone is responsible for the present 
unhappy situation. He alone can correct it. 
Is he man enough?

The Aluminum Situation 
Walter McDonald, chairman of the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commission and head of 


the Southeastern Power Conference commit- 


tee, recently asked the Office of Production 
Management if present stocks on hand of 
aluminum would not permit a temporary slow- 
ing down of aluminum production plants in 
the southeast, in order. to conserve the limited 
power resources for other defense industry in 
this area. 

It was Mr. McDonald’s contention, while 


conceding the primary importance of adequate . 


aluminum for defense and war-aid needs, that 
it was also vital there should be as little stop- 
page of other industry, both for defense and 
to maintain morale of workers generally. 

There is, however, a Situation far from 
America which makes the need for accelerated 
aluminum production more acute than ever 
and it is unlikely, in view of this development, 
that OPM or any other agency of the United 
States government will consent to any delay 
in aluminum output in this country. To the 
contrary, there will undoubtedly be an even 
greater effort to increase the output. 

The situation which so directly affects 
aluminum and southeastern industry is the 
loss of important territory in the Ukraine by 
the Russian armies. Territory already occupied 
there, by the Germans, includes nearly two- 
thirds of Russia’s aluminum production ca- 
pacity. Already this loss is posing an awkward 
problem to Britain and America alike. 

Neither British nor American supplies of 
aluminum for war construction is fully ade- 
quate. There has been, of recent months, a 
striking development of aluminum production 
in Canada and further increase in Canadian 
output of the essential metal is expected. But 
all that Canada can possibly turn out is al- 
ready earmarked for use by existing defense 
and war factories on this continent. 

Britain is trying to meet the situation by 
eliminating practically all use of aluminum for 
civilian purposes, but this will only be a partial 
answer to the British problem alone. 

Russia will need aluminum imports, now. 
And in America there is announced determina- 
tion at Washington that everything which, in 
the past, has tended to postpone expansion of 
aluminum production must be eliminated. The 
need for power to operate aluminum produc- 
tion plants is today far more urgent than ever 
before. The result will be more plants and 
more intensive operation of those already in 
existence, rather than the contrary.

Yet it has been decreed housewives cannot 
purchase milk in wholesale lots at prices lower 
than those set by the milk board for retail 
sales.

who without it will the sooner need the serv- 
ices of Grady hospital and Battle Hill.

WHAT DO YOU THINK? 
(From The Walker County Messenger.) 
One of the greatest needs in Georgia is an 
unhampered, free and patriotic legislature. 
Why should a representative in our general 
assembly be required to line up with the ad- 


ministration on any matter? Why should he be 
hampered, or the body as a whole, by power 
politics? One man, even though he be a gover- 
nor, does not possess all the brains to run a state 
of over three millions of people.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
THAT “WESTERN FRONT” WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—It 


may be a wholesome sign of 
British determination to win the war that England labor elements 
are now leading the chorus of demands for opening up a new battle 
front in western Europe, but competent military experts are vir- 
tually unanimous in saying there is no more practical justification 
for such a course at this time than there is for a declaration of 
war by the United States against the Nazis. 


Both proposals are being made—the first in Britain and the 
other one here—without due regard to the realities of the situation, 
as the authorities see it. 


Here is the line of reasoning of the military experts: 


British invasion: While admitting that the British have facilities 
for landing an expeditionary force in western Europe—either France, 
Norway or Holland—they would not have a ghost of a chance of 
establishing a sufficient army to accomplish the main purpose of 
the venture, which would be to take the pressure off the Russians. 


WHAT THEY COULD DO ‘: At best the British would be able 

to send only a few hundred thou- 
sand men at the present. There is no way of telling how many 
more would be sacrificed in effecting a landing. An enormous 
amount of shipping would be required to maintain the force after 
it was established. Involved also would be the necessity for send- 
ing thousands of tanks, guns and other war material. Domination 
of the air over the English channel and the entire area of opera- 
tions would be an absolute prerequisite of success. 


But even if the British succeeded in the preliminary steps, there 
would be no assurance of the invasion accomplishing its real pur- 
pose. The Germans would be expected to use only a small corre- 
sponding force to engage them defensively until Russian events 
made it possible to employ greater numbers. 


WOULD HURT RUSSIANS Thus, in many ways, the whole 

enterprise might be fraught with 
the greatest disaster for the British. Another Dunkirk would not 
only be demoralizing at home, but would lend further encourage- 
ment to Hitler. The Russians, too, if they are to make a continued 
stand against the Germans, would be the ultimate losers. So long 
as the British refrain from attempting an invasion, a part of their 
equipment can be divirted to the Russians. If an expeditionary 
force is set down in western Europe, the flow of these supplies, 
just now getting under way, would be stopped, and the Soviets 
are beginning to need outside supplies now more than ever. 


United States entry into the war: In a measure, some of the 
same disadvantages would arise under a formal declaration of war 
by the United States as apply to a British invasion of Europe. The 
flow of material aid we are now giving the British and are pre- 
paring to extend to the Russians would necessarily be severely 
curtailed in order to provide more equipment for our own growing 
armed forces. During recent months we have deliberately held 
down our Army training program to make available more equip- 
ment for the British. 


No serious suggestion is made in responsible quarters that the 
United States send a second AEF to Europe. We would be in 
pretty much the same shape as the British if we tried. In the 
first place, we neither have the trained men nor the ships at the 
moment, 


NO GAIN IN FORMAL WAR There is, therefore, nothing to 

be gained from a formal dec- 
laration of war, although, as the President has stated the case, our 
set policy now calls for the destruction of Nazism. The aid we 
are rendering the victims of Nazi aggression can be given as effec- 
tively under the present procedure as it could by being at war. 
We are patrolling a large part of the North Atlantic against Axis 
attacks on shipping, and once the neutrality act is revised we may 
be able to ship supplies in our own bottoms, if that becomes neces- 


sary for the delivery of lease-lend goods. 


In making the foregoing analysis of the situation, the military 
experts say it is a matter of relative unimportance whether the 


Unitea States declares war on Germany or not. 


Perhaps we will 


be better able to carry on as we are without a formal declaration. 


But it might be a matter of the gravest importance if the British 
launched an expeditionary force in western Europe that failed. 
Later, if the Russians stabilize a battle front in eastern Europe, 
the undertaking may be worth the risk. Until then, they say, Prime 
Minister Churchill may be depended on to resist the pressure from 


within to launch’an invasion.

PARACHUTES NEVER FAIL It so happens that in this 


“Superman” sort of world, 
the parachute trooper gets my number one vote, 

I admire him. When I see him in training or in action, I get 
a bang out of life. My blood runs faster and I feel like cheering. 

We earthlings will never know what it means to thrill. We 
have to get ours out of watching a halfback run, a bird dog point 
or the batter hammer the ball over the fence with three men on 
base. Or out of even lesser things. 

The parachute trooper lives life up to the hilt in his job. 

Wednesday at Fort Benning, in the parachute school, Captain 
William T. Ryder was lecturing the editors of Associated Press 
member newspapers on the trade of parachuting. A number of 
students were busy learning to pack parachutes. 

“A parachute has never failed,” he said. 

Just like that. 

“Whenever men have been killed because a parachute failed 
to open it was because of a man-made error in packing the chute,” 
he said. “Or it was some error in jumping which fouled the chute, 
A parachute has never failed.” 

That’s what they impress on the boys as they learn to pack 
the parachutes. There is one little bit of schooling which no one 
shirks. That is one lesson on which there is no cheating. That 
is one school which listens to every word teacher says. 

If your parachute isn’t properly packed there is no re-exami- 
nation. 

You can’t take the course over. 

The class in packing parachutes has perfect attendance and 
perfect attention. | 

It isn’t easy. It is a complicated job, or at least it looks so. 
The panels must be folded just so. The cords must be folded and 
a just so with rubber bands so they will unfold without 
ouling. 

You've got to know that parachute is all right when you leap 
out into space and pull the cord. 


TWELVE OUT IN TEN SECONDS Without hurrying too 
much they get 12 parae- 
chute jumpers out of a plane in ten seconds. 

Every move, from the beginning of training, is emphasized. 
You might think that when 12 men get out of a plane in 10 
seconds there would be just wild leaps out of the plane. 

Not a bit of it. 

The jump is made with as much care with regard to detail as 
an expert golfer employes in his swing. It goes like this: 

The pilot sights the objective field. 

The jump master calls “Stand Up.” 

The men stand up. As they stand they take up the hook of 
their static line, holding it outside the wrist and wrapped across 
the outside of the hand. He does this because in the early jumping 
some of the men got the static line under their arms. 

The jump master calls out the command to attach their lines. 

They hook the snap over the cable, which runs lengthwise 
through the plane. He tells them to insert the pin. This is a 
pin inserted in the catch so that it cannot slip off. 

_ They do this because in the early jumps some of the men 
missed the line with their snap; others put it on but kept on 
pressure and slipped it off—all unconsciously in the terrific in- 
tensity of getting ready for the jump. 

Now, it must be snapped on the cable, it must be pinned so 
it can’t slip off. 

This done the jump master commands they inspect. They each 
inspect the man ahead and the last man turns around so the man 
in front may inspect his own pack. They check all straps and 
harness. 

By then they are over the field. The jump master goes first 
and eleven others follow—all out in ten seconds. 


RESERVE CHUTE The static line extend 75 feet. -As its 

limit is reached it pulls out the back of 
the parachute pack and the parachute is pulled into the wind. 
The propellor blast catches it and inflates it. 

The parachute troops have two parachutes in training. 

They jump. The parachute inflates in from one and a half 
to three seconds. The average is two seconds. 

As the jumper leaves the plane he counts out loud, quickly 
“One thousand, two thousand, three thousand.” : 

If, by that time, he has felt no tug at his back, he quickly—and 
I mean quickly—pulls the rip cord handle of his reserve parachute, 
He must do this quickly because the jump is not very high. If he 
pulls it quickly it will open quickly and he will have a second and 
a half in which he can fall before it opens. It is a smaller chute 
and opens quickly. Once it opens he will be about 150 to 200 
feet above the ground. 

Only one man has been killed in all our parachute troop train- 
ing—an almost unbelievable record. The reserve parachute has 
saved seven lives. 
; In warfare there would be no time for a reserve pack. The 
jumps, In war, would be from about 300 feet. That isn’t much. 
I rode down 250 feet in the captive parachute drop and that 250 
feet is covered in quick time. 

They will go down carrying two hand grenades and one pistol, 

Mortars, machineguns and other weapons come down by sepa- 
rate parachutes. 

They are great boys—the parachuters. 
got a little something additional. 

They learn a lot of lessons. The one they learn best is that little 
lesson about packing a parachute. 

Because, you see, a parachute has never failed.

_An intelligent Indiana lady, who reads this department, gently 
criticizes my recent thumbnail history of Germany and suggests 
that I write a “nice piece” about the Germans in this country. 

I did that nine months ago. I told how much our country owes 
to German blood. I said, and now repeat, that we have no finer, 
more useful or more loyal citizens than those of German ancestry 
who regard America as their fatherland. 

Because so many of our best citizens are of German blood—~ 

Willkie among them—we hesitate to speak ill of Germany. Writers 
are careful to say “Hitlerized Germany” or “Nazi Germany.” As in 
1917, we blame the leaders of Germany instead of people. 
It is tactful, but fooling ourselves with words cannot change 
facts. And no matter how blameless the people are, the fact 
remains that the nation of Germany has twice within a generation 
forced the rest of the world to fight for its life. 

That way of saying it may start an argument, for partisans will 
say that England started both wars. But still the fact remains 
that the Germany of Kaiser Wilhelm came very close to conquer- 
ing Europe as well as Russia, and the Germany of Hitler, using 
even more brutal methods, has already conquered Europe and is 
yet unchecked. 

_ The Kaiser demanded “a place in the sun” and Hitler demands 
“living room,” but German authors of the past and present, includ- 
ing Hitler himself, have made it clear that these apparently modest 
demands mean much more than the words imply. 

They mean the right to crush and forever dominate weaker 
neighbors; they mean that Germans, because of their superiority, 
are entitled to privileges that less gifted races do not deserve; 
and they mean that Germany has the right to reorganize and super- 
vise the world for the sake of greater efficiency, without regard 
for the liberties, the rights or the happiness of anybody except 
Germans. 

No matter how blameless or peace-loving’ the people are, they 
have twice been led in bloody conquests within this generation, 
And even though the people are now innocent, their nation is forc- 
ing the world to sacrifice its young manhood and the whole of its

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(4)— 
The War Department recommend- 
ed today development of power 


and navigation resources on the 
Alabama and Coosa rivers in 
Georgia and Alabama, with an ini- 
tial program to cost $60,000,000. 

Secretary Stimson reported, 
however, that the Budget Bureau 
had declined to recommend an im- 
mediate appropriation for the 
work. This meant, 
that the bureau did not consider 
it one of the emergency defense 
developments which the adminis- 
tration would seek to get quickly 
into construction. 

The department’s favorable re- 
port was submitted to Speaker 
Rayburn for possible inclusion of 
the project in this year’s omnibus 
authorization bill for rivers and 
harbors, soon to be considered by 
congress. 

The ultimate development of the 
two rivers, designed to provide 
power facilities and a navigable 
waterway from Rome, Ga., to Mo- 
bilé, Ala., has been variously esti- 
mated at $97,000,000 to $145,000,- 
000.

Born on Rockdale County Farm, He Became 


Blacksmith in Atlanta 
Reconstruction 


Joseph P. McCollum, 85, who as 
a youngster, frequently drove an 
ox-cart team through Five Points, 
died Wednesday at his residence, 
443 Crew street, S. W. 

McCollum, in declining health 
for the past few years, delighted 
in sitting on the porch at his resi- 
dence and telling of his experi- 
ences during the reconstruction 
per iod and during the “gay 
' nineties.” 

Born on a farm in Rockdale 
county, McCollum, driving his 
team of oxen, made frequent trips 
into Atlanta hauling lumber pro- 
duced on the McCollum farm. 


Was Blacksmith. 

In his early forties, he moved 
into Atlanta and established a 
blacksmith shop on the corner of 
Whitehall and Gordon street. Here 
he shod the fine carriage horses 
as well as the heavy draft animals 
which furnished the only mode of 
transportation in that era. 

The site of his blacksmith shop 
is now a _ super-service station, 
specializing in automobile tires. 

While operating the blacksmith 
shop, McCollum has often told his 
friends and neighbors, several high 
pressure real estate salesmen at- 
tempted to sell him real estate 
acreage located on Cascade road 


in what is now a highly developed 
residential section.

Phone - Radios 


‘Automatic Communica- 
tion Being Tested in 
War Games. 


CAMDEN, S&S. C., Oct. 30.—(#)— 
The Army began testing today an 
automatic rodio-telephone that 
may be a means of quickly re- 
‘storing communications even 
though a field army had been cut 
in two by an armored division or 
air-borne troops. 

A field army,

organization of corps and divi- 
sions. The vital tie-in is commu- 
nications—radio, telephone, cou- 
riers, and even pigeons. 

Wire

Fits in Trunk. 

| A portable two-way radio-tele- 
phone set so compact that it is 
carried in a medium-sized steamer 
trunk has been lent to the First 
Army by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany to determine if it can be 
adapted to military uses. In com- 
| mercial service it is used for quick 


restoration of telephone service 
after disasters. 

| A hurricane in 1939 would have 
| deprived Charleston, S. C., of tele- 
phone communications for at least 
two weeks had the device 
been available. As it was, with 
one of the sets at each boundary 
of the cable breaks, the city had 
at least one phone line in 18 hours. 

The Army’s available radio sets 
could be used in the event a seg- 
ment of wire lines was swept out, 
but they would require operators 
and more elaborate installations.
